At eight o'clock the oonvention 
wai called in the cool capaciona dining 
ball of the Bella Vista hotel, wbioh had 
bean p repar ed for the delegatea by,.^ft^ en-. 
eri;B£io anf ' aodommo'dating proprietoreaa, 
ilrs. Probert. Bnaineas waa proceeded with 
at once. Mr. W. H. Harria took the chair. 
lie said the convention was tho outcome of 
a suggestion thrown ont at the fruit growers' 
Bsaooiation by aeoretary MoOowan. Mr. 
MoGowan being called on, aaidlntheab- 
aenoe of Mr. Kirlcland, president of the 
fruit growers' association, be would 611 his 
plaoa aa well aa he could. A letter of regret 
from Mr. KirkUnd was read, In which 
the writer said that tho convention 
would prove a healthy stimulant 
to keeping pace with our neifjhbors 
over tho line, if not to surpass them. A 
letter of regret waa also read from tho 
Minister of Agriculture. Mr. McGowan 
said euch conventions hivn proved that re- 
sults alao follow that cannot otherwiao bo 
obtained. They could to-uight get an ex- 
prcaaion of opinion very valuable to all. 
Wherever audi meetings are held those dis- 
tricts are piosperoua. Good was dono at 
tho Spokane fruit growers' convention. 
There can bo nothing more important than 
stiinuliiting agricultural mattera in tho pro- 
vince. The demand for produco is very 
much in oxceaa of tho supply. There should 
bo li record ol tho beat aecciona to grow cer- 
tain produco. Fruit, u large item of im- 
port, should be a lurga item of oxport. In 
some uections of the province the soil's 
mouth is watering, aa it wore, for fruit 
trees. There ia noceaaity for tho improve- 
ment of duiriea. There ia a greot lock of 
good butter, much of that made being un- 
aatiifactory. Tho last butter he bonght 
cost .").■) cents. Where ho came from it cost 
more to make it than here, 
and it sold for tifteen cents. In 
tneat there is room for improvement. 
Potatoes and other vegetables do not oome 
In good shape to market. The importance 
of bop raising should be considered. As for 
hipping if the viewa of the farmers were 
placed before the railway ofiSoialahe thought 
thoy would at least meet them halfway. 
Aa for dyking, there was no claim that could 
be proseutod to the government for fioanoial 
aid more justly than dy Icing. The money 
would be spent at home, almost worthless 
land would be mado taxable, and revenue 
would be increased. The nominion Govern- 
ment aliould also be apjiroaohed. 

A paper on Fraser l iver dyking by Mr. R. 
K. IVlidcr, ot Vancouver, was next read. 
A synopais of this and other businesa will 
appear to-morrow. 

MoiF aid" WANTED. 

The Fraser Valley Belief Committee Ask 
For More Funds to Help the Settlers. 

Mayor Teaguo returned yeatorday from 
Vancouver, where he repreaentod Victoria 
and tho B.C. Board of Trade at tiio meeting 
of the executive of tho Prater Valley re- 
lief comniitlee hold on Thursday. 
Mr. ,]ohn Wilooii, preaident of tho 
Westiniuator 15oard >)f Trade jiresided, the 
Miiyora of VancouverJ and Wedtminslcr 
being alao preaent, as well aa tho roproaon- 
tativea of the oitioii, with tho exception of 
Nanaimo. It waa explained that the coni- 
milteo had used up all their funda, 
and that tho proviaiona had been dis- 
tributed Jaud tho pressing neoda alloviated. 
More fencing wire, howover, was required 
in addition to tho carload already dis- 
tributed. It was decided that tho Jobbera' 
Union of Winnipeg, who had suli.'icribod 
!? 1,000, bo asked to allow tho money to bo 
apont for wire for fonoing. A number of 
letters from aottlera were read asking tor 
relief, and it. waa resolved to ask tho other 
provinoea of the Dominion for aid. It is 
expeotcd that in addition to the ?600 con- 



tributed by Weatminater, the Victoria and 
Vancouver city. 'OOtmoila, will make grants, 
Mayor > -Xea^a/iVnioved, , 'seconded by 
Mayor . Hoy - of vNeir Weatminater, that 
whereas it ia imposaible to estimate 
the amount which will be required, but 
which may bo appropriated at a minimum 
of $15,000 or $20,000, a apeoial appeal should 
be made to representativo bodies and the 
public of tho Dominion generally for assis- 
tanoe in the present emergency, and that a 
copy of this resolution be sent to tho prcag 
associations and to the various oity cor- 
porations and boards of trades throughout 
the Dominion. 



AN EXPERIMENTAL TRIP. 

A Move In Connection With tho Proposed 
Fast Atlimtlc Steamship Service, 

Halifax, Aug. 10. — The Hanso lino 
steamer Gotha arrived hero to-day from 
Christiana with 250 Soandiuavian emigrants 
bound for the Weatern Statea. The steamer 
had not a pound of cargo or a single paasen- 
ger for Canada. Tho C. P.R. people say 
that tho Gotha'a trip is an experiment in 
conueotioQ with the proposed fast Atlantio 
steamship lino to bo subsidized by the 
Canadian government. Tho project seems 
to bo certain if passenger traffic can, he 
worked up from Europe to Halifax or 
Montreal.

Advices From the Orient Malie a Long 
Strngrsrle Uore Liliely Than 
Ever. 



Another Sanguinary Battle Reported 
—News StriDgrently SoppresBed 
by Authorities. 



London, Aug. 10. — A Shanghai dispatch 
aaya tho final exodus of tho Japanese rcsi- 
denta haa begun. Some six hundred Japan- 
ese will leave Shanghai to-morrow for homo. 
Tho Japanese poatotFioo haa been shut. 
Every precaution has been taken to prevent 
any hostile demonstration of nativea against 
the emigrants. 

Capt. Galsworthy of the Kow Shnng, has 
arrived at Sbanghni. 

Tho American and Norwegian consuls at 
Shanghai are refusing clearances of ships 
carrying rice. 

The British government announced in the 
House of Commons to-day that Japan 
would be heldrosponsiblefor thelossof British 
life and property by the sinking of the Kow 
Sbuog. 

The Shanghai oorreapondent of the Cen- 
tral News aaya that the telegraph linaa in 
Korea are controlled; by the Japanese ia the 
south and by the Chinese in the North, and 
.that both the Japanese and the Chinese 
refnae to tranamit news dispiitebes. Ibis 
oaJonlated.'that China ^•:WlU>i.hav»v.,60,000 
soldiers In Korea before the oloae of Sep- 
tember. 

London, Aug. 11. — The Times' corre- 
spondent at Shanghai says that 12,(XH) 
Japanese from Fu San and 8,000 from Gen- 
aan are marching on Seoul. 

Tho Shanghai correspondent of the 
Central News says : " During the absence 
of the Chinese fleet the Japanese attacked 
tho Chinese at Woi-Hai-Wei on Thursday 
morning. They wore repulsed at one en- 
trance, and then thoy tried tho other." 

San Fuanoisco, Aug. 10. —Tho ateamor 
City of Pi king arrived this morning via 
Yokohama. \Var had not been declared 
when she sailed. The greatest excitement 
prevailed in Yokohama over tho prospect of 
war with China, and confidoDea was ex- 
pressed that Japan would win. Cliinesn 
were openly insulted in tho streets, and 
sometimea aubjeoted to bodily harm. Sev- 
eral amall outbreaka agaiuat Chinese oc- 
curred, but were promptly checked by 
oUicers. The citizens of other countrici are 
in no danger. Meetings were held in Yo 
kohama every evening, at which the situa- 
tion was discussed and tho utmost hatred 
shown China. In tho opinion of thoso who 
can apeak anthontioally ull roliablo uewa 
concorningthewar will be carried by steamer. 
The excitement in China is not so groat aa 
in Japan. The festivities incident to the 
birthday of the empress dowager have been 
abandoned.

Nkw yoRK, Auj{. 10. — Aoiblo dispt.toh 
from Colon, Colombo, aaya : " The Nii 
raguana about Uluefiolda uro inflicting terri- 
ble cruelties, it is reported, upon the Mos 
quito ladiaaa and Jamikica negroes takeu 
prisoners. It is believed the Nicaraguana 
intend to destroy tho fruit orop ao aa to fin- 
ally cripple th-3 Indiana, Tho whole coaat 
ia in a atate of anarchy. The Indiana re- 
pulsed tho first attack on tho town, though 
sustaining heavy lose. Rofugeoa arriving 
at Coata Rica, principally women and chil 
dron. Bay that Bluofiolda ia to bo bomborded 
by General Cabezis. 

Tho Sun's Momphla special saya : A lot- 
tor received hero from a well known Grey- 
town artisan, dated August 1, gives some 
interesting facta of tho attack on and cap- 
ture of Bluefiolda, which bus since occurred. 
It says : " Yesterday fivo hundred troops 
came down from tho interior on their way 
to Bluefiolds. Tho steamer Wanagua will 
bring down live hundred more to-day. 
To co-operate with those General Es- 
caton has atarted with one thousand 
troops overland for Rama, and it ia also aaid 
that five hundred Hondurana and Nicara- 
guans are coming down the coast from Cape 
Graciaa-a-Dios. The force here is all infan- 
try except two small uinnon. The officials 
claim to have secured the steamer Yuhan, 
belonging to the Emory Mahogany Com- 
pany, to transport the troops from hero, 
and also claim to have charterO'^ a steamer 
whioh is daily expected from It,. C.JlSns, 
Capt. O'Neill issued strict ]Dtdt>.C^o all 
steamers flying the United tatos flag to 
maintain a strict neutrality i id to trans- 
port neither men nor arr^^j. He may 
prevent the Yuhan from 1 ading troops. 
The English ship Mohawi: is at Blue- 
fields also, bub her late adtiona aro very 
contrary to the aotionUuaif the British 
at first. It seems as -.j; England and 
Nicaragua had made a deal of soma kind 
whereby for a consideration the former 
is to let the treaty of Manogue lapse, and, 
if so, how will this boar on tho canal ? 
English vico-Conaul Johnston docs not think 
that a single shot will bo fired at Bluefields, 
which probably moans that tho Mohawk 
will compel tho Jamaica negrooa to keep 
quiet under tho penalty of losing tho pro- 
tection of their government. AUogother 
things look quite warlike here, and a settle- 
ment seems very far in the future."

.\ Contlneent Who Will Stay by Washington 
Unless Ticketed Through to 
California. 

Washington, Aug, 10,— The ditiarent 

contingents of vagrants composing tho 
" army of tho commonweal," now encamped 
at Roslyn, on the Virginia aide of tho 
Potomac river, did not vacate their rendez- 
vous to-day in accordance with Governor 
O'lTarrell's proclamation of yesterday, order- 
ing them to do so. In view of this Adjut- 
ant General Anderson of the Governor's 
stair has telegraphed him of the condition of 
afTaira at tho camp, and it ia probable that 
the Alcxandran light infantry will to-mor- 
row 1)0 ordor«d out to clear the camp. Tho 
men may not, however, bo arreated, as tho 
commissioners of the District of Columbia 
have promised to grant transportation to 
the members of the California contingent as 
far as St. Louis and Cincinnati. The men 
say if they are transported the entire dis- 
tance to California they will go. and not 
otberwiie, but unless they aooept the offer 
of the Washington anthoritles they will be 
summarily dealt with.

FARMERS IN PARLIAMENT. 

While in Canada tho Patrons of Indus- 
try, and in the United States kindred or- 
ganiziktloos have been nominating and elect- 
ing their otra oandidates, the at^rioalturiats 
is Great Britain are beginning to make their 
inflaence felt, probably to an extent never 
experienced before. Formerly the counties 
were to a largo extent relied upon to elect 
Conservatives, the boroughs and manufao- 
turiog eonstltuenolea being, aa a role, safe 
for the lAhettXt and Badioala. Latterly, 
trith the introduction of the Home Bute 
qneation and several other issues not very 
remotely kindred to it, the complexion of 
aff.>irfl h'la been to a largo extent changed, 
KaA not n few elements have begun to insist 
that it is about time some matters in which 
they are concerned should have at- 
tention. It is to be noted that 
** the iqnire " and " the parson " no 
longer hold tho key to the counties, which 
besides insisting more generally on the prin- 
ciple of reaidonc representatives, have, it 
would seem, determined to return farmers 
lo represent them. At a recent meeting of 
the British Agrionltnral club we notice that 
an announcement was made that 166 candi- 
dates in the coming Parliamentary elections 
were pledged to support tho Union, while 
58 others profcaaod to have a very consider- 
able amount of sympathy with it and its 
objects. This gives the prospect of a strong 
compact party in the House of Commons, 
that professes iodependenoe of the ordinary 
parties and is pledged, moreover, to the inter- 
ejite of agriculture first, last and all the time. 



NEWFOUNDLAND AND CANADA. 

It is remarked as one of the developments 
of the recent political disturbances in New- 
foundland that tho movement for union with 
("jnada ia reviving, the feeling beiDK, it ia 
said, as Btrorg as it was when the diirortnt 
conventions wore held and the subject agi- 
tated in the provinces which subsequently 
formed the Ciinadiun Confoduration. 
In nioaL of the colonics it was 
not until poUticikl do;i()locl;8 and 
and that aortof thing hail rendeiod ilalmoat 
impossible to transact public busincas that 
the departure was seriously entered upon, 
Indeed, administrations may be dssoribsd 
as having' in those oolonlal days bold on to 
office by the feeblest tenure only, their fate 
being in the hands of one or two members, 
who, rightly or wrongly, were said to have 
been almost always " open to conviction." 

Bribery and the oorruption, not of the 
people bnii of tome of their duly elected and 
•worn repreientfttlvoB, wore the order of the 
day and lb was a relief to every ono when 
arrangements wore arrived at by which de- 
cent, honest government could bo obtained 
and. moreover, a policy inaugurated by 
which the scattered membership of tho com- 
munities oonoorned oould be brought to- 
getber.and unified in the promotion of com- 
mon interests. Probably none of the soan- 
dalona transaotions of ante-confederation 
days were more lUgrant than, oven if ihoy 
were as reprehensible as those whioh have 
wcently sullied the pages of Newfound- 
land's history, and it may be after theso 
ezperienoee that the Newfonndlanders will 
\» willing, if not anxious, to oast In their 
lot with British North America. As It is, 
in many of their Interests and oonoerni they 



are far behind their times and uo([uestion- 
ably for this the colonial system has to bear 
its share of the responsibility, 

''ANOIBNT ENEMY AND RIVAL." 

Tho foreign relations of tho United States, 
as expounded by Secretary Gresham, are 
dusoribed by tho San Francisco Chronicle us 
something past all understanding or finding 
out, Partioular rofereuco ia made to tho 
manner in whioh Great Britain is said to bo 
weakening United States intluenoa in Kioa 
rsgaa, and, in oonneotion with Oriental 
afiairs, has pulled the wool completely over 
the eyes of tho administration and is usiug 
the United States as a cntspaw to pull Its 
chestnuts out of tho Gio. Kngland, it is 
stated, would like nothing better than to 
have the United States espouse her oaueo 
in the,-. Orient, espeoially, if there bo 
any chance' 'of a clash between 
herself and Ruasia. " But why," it is 
asked, " should we diaolaini our good 
friend and ally, Russia, in behalf of our 
ancient enemy and rival, England '! " 

" Ancient enemy and rival ! " It is difTi- 
oult to qualify this expression. Bussla, tho 
most barbarous country of Europe, with tho 
knout and Siberia impending over everyone 
of its citizens — who may at any time bo 
hurried off on the merest pretexts to what 
is worse than slavery — tho good friond and 
ally of those who are bsoustomed to boast of 
their freedom and as being the exponents of 
the most enlightened nineteenth century 
oivilizition ! " Our ancient enemy and 
rival, England 1 " 

Then, in tho estimation of our contempor- 
ary, all this frienduhip for tho groat mother- 
land of the Anglo-Saxon race whioh United 
States orators rave abont is a mere pretence. 
It is nothing new to occasionally get hold 
of the truth as to the sentiments of many of 
Britain's pretended friends, whose referenco 
of disputed matters to international arbitra- 
tion would only soem to have boon decided 
on in the expectation of in some way or 
other getting the better of right and justice, 

TME DEADLOCK .UNBROKEN. 

It had beenVezpeoted that long before 
this, after auoh an extended, and it 
may be said exciting session of congress, 
some sort of an agreement would have been 
reached on tho tariff question, tho moro so 
as almost every interest is suffering from 
the nnoartainty whioh obtains; capital being 
disinclined to carry on enterprises as to 
whose future profitableness or otherwise 
there was no means of giving any proper' 
tlonato estimate, and for this same reason 
the ordinary channels of usefulnees 
are closed to labor. In order to 
meet the existing deadlock a committee 
representing Repnblibans and Democrats 
was named to confer and aioertain what the 
exact difficulties were and how they could 
best bo surmounted. Day after day it has 
bi;en reported that proi»resa was making by 
tho conforeofl, nevertholeas tho situation 
would seem to be littlo altered, the parties 
having failed to agree on ooal, iron and 
so^ar. When will this end t ia the question, 
for an answer to which the people of the 
United States are now devoutly hopiag. 

It may be said that the latest disagree- 
ment after the promises of concurrence ap- 
peared so gratifying has served to intensify tho 
trouble and oause bitterness between the 
parties— for bitternesa it is. It ia reported 
that the House oonferees having refused to 
assent to the Senate's proposition to place a 
duty of 90 cents per ton on coal with free 
iron ore — their contention being that coal 
should be free and iron dutiable — the Senate 
oonferees decided to report to a number of 
prominent senators. These were Senators 
Gorman, Aldrioh, Smith and Murphy 
who were made acquainted with the 
House demand for free ooal and were 
also given to understand that other material 
concessions would be expected by tho Housa 
conferees along the entire line of the bill, in- 
cluding woolens, cottons, metala, glaaa and 
earthenware. They then decided on an 
emphatic negative in reply to these propo- 
sitions, saying that if tho body of the bill 
was not preserved virtually as it passed the 
Senate the report of the conference when 
made would not bo accepted by tho Sonato. 
It is said that the existing difficulty is due 
to the inflaence of those who are Interested 
in the sugar schedule.

TRIAL BY JUBr. 

We are all of ua aware that If justice has 
not been frequently defeated by the failure 
ot juries to Bgree, the law's delays have 

been prolonged to a very great extent, with 
tho olemenl of additional oxponao being im- 
posed in tho cost of trials. Under our law, 
as well as that of tho Uaited States and 
other oountries, it is provided that the ver- 
diots of juries shall be unanimous. There 
are many who consider that the necessity 
no lontjor cxiaU for this unanimity, 
and they proacnt in support of this 
conteiitiou the umilogy that in tho full oourta 
tho verdict goes not by unanimity bat by 
majority. The position is to a certain ex- 
tent di£terent, nevertheloss in this country, 
wo have f^0}ae so far aa to allow uccuaod 
parties tho option of trial by jury or by ono 
judge olouo. During tho present session of 
the U. S. coDgross a measure was intro- 
duced providing that twO'thirds of a jury 
in the Federal ooarta shall be snffiolent for 
conviction but the jadioiary committee of 
the Sonate oonsiderlog it impossible to give 
the subject the necessary attention this ses 
elon it haJ been hold over.

llydraullclne Will Be In Operation on China 
Creek In Two Months Uore. 

Some good healthy mining development ia 
going ahead at AlbernI and before long, in 
addition to what is already being done, hy- 
draulic mining will bo in operation on China 
creek. Mr. W. H. Biinbridge got back yes- 
terday from China creek, where ho has been 
surveying for a road into the hydraulic 
claitna in which he and several other gentle- 
men are interested. Tenders for the road 
aro to bo called for very snon and as soon as 
that is completed lumber for the flumes will 
be hauled in, and in two months' time tho 
mines will bo in operation. These claima 
extend a mile and a half along the creek, 
and aa careful prospecting haa shown it 
ia all pay dirt from graaa roota down. With- 
in an area half a mile from the creek the 
minea are bound to pay well. Half a mile 
of flume will supply a eplendid head 
of water and in unlimited (juan- 
tity. Speaking of f|uariz mining, 
Mr. Bainbridgo says that the face for a tun- 
nel on the King Solomon ia just about fin- 
ished, and the vein ia nhowing up wonder- 
fully well. Mr. B linbriilge brought back a 
fine aample ( f ooarso gold taken out of one 
of the now placer finds on Granite creek, a 
small off shoot of Hiawatches creek. AH 
the ground on Hiawatcbes creek, which is 
somewhat limited, has been taken np since 
the first find there a few weeks ago. Hansen 
and hts partners, the disooverers of iho first 
find there, are putting In sluice boxes and 
will have their first clean-up In a ooupln of 
days. Though be has not been to tho Golden 
Eigle claim lately Mr. Bainbridgo says that 
he was told by others who had boon there 
that the last tunnel started has showed np a 
very promising vein and the ontlook Is good.

'The city barriatora wrote that tho trans- 
fer of tho Nuttall lots for tho electric light 
site would be made aa soon aa tho $1*2, .300 
was paid over. Received and filed, and tho 
finance committee's report rocommending 
payment adopted. 

Alu. Dwveh moved that tho medical 
health oilicer be authorized to plaoo the in- 
mates of tho Old Men's home in any room 
ho conaidered advisable.

The water works question was then taken 
np, Mr. E. A. Wilmot, the city engineer 
being present.

"Gknti.emkn— By requestof His Worship 
tho Mayor I*i 3onipanied him to Elk and 
Beaver lakes, with the object of examining 
the eourci;u of the city's water supply, to as- 
certain the local causes by which the water 
might be deteriorated. 

In Lho course of our investigation we 
Pftiliid over the lakes and walked along the 
surrounding banks, and thus obtained a 
practical knowledge of the conditions under 
which the water is stored and those through 
which it passes on its way to the snp'piy 
pipes. ' 

We found the water in the centre of Elk 
lake apparently pnre, its appearance giving 
every indication of this qnality ; but on the 
hanks tracts of sedgy, marshy land wore 
seen, the drainage from which could not fail 
to detract from the quality of the water 
however good it might appear to be. 

"The banks in many placea wero over- 
grown with underbrush to high water murk, 
and decoying vegpf able matter extended into 
the water, forming tho habitat of germ life 
' Beaidea, on the one side the Siianich 
road paaaea, forming a portion of the bhore, 
toconatitute in itself n ^'orHid'jrable volume 
of matter by which the wa' , ; is nolliitod. 

"The railroad on tho opponite bank over- 
hangs tho lake, but from ita aandy, gravelly 
nature, does not lurniali lho aamu deterior- 
ating factor aa doea tho highway ; another 
source of impurity arisea from tho drainage 
of cultivated lielda near the lake. 

" Elk lake ia a natural lake, but as you 
may see its condition might be imprnvod 
materially, to render it eligible as a recep- 
tacle of good water. * 

" Beaver lake, through which tho wat«r 
paeaes, is praotioally an artificial lake, and in 
its construction care was not taken to clear 
ita surface and'also its banks sf all vegetable 
matter before letting in the water, and rais- 
ing it to a height which oausea it to cover its 
preaent new area ; hence wo have in the 
lake dficornpoeing vegetable matter and largo 
tloatine islands of vogotablo growth, which 
in no wuy conduce to the purity of tho 
water, particularly in the hot aoaaon, as it 
passes through tho lake. * * 

' I would suggest that, at tho present 
time, nothing more li3 done thin to put 
tho present filtering aystom in an 
efficient state, which I might state «hould 
not Gxcocd Uvo thousand dollars (Sri.OOO), 
and before a largo amount of money bo 
spent on tho present aouroo of supply, I 
would lurthor suggest, with a view to 
Bottling upon tho beat and cheapest aourco 
of water supply for our oity at its present 
aizo, and alao when grown to double ita 
jopulatinn, that a commission' o{ engineers 
JO formed, of whioh our oity engineer bo 
one, to investigate and report ,upon the 
tbree available sources. Elk and Beaver 
lakes, Goldstream and Sooke lakes, keeping

It 
aeemcd abaurd that provision had not been 
made for that long ago. 

Aj.I), Bakkk propoaed to clean out the 
lake, gravel too banks, repair tho dam, put 
in filter bcda and Victoria would have aa 
good water an any city could deairo. 

Al.D Srvi.Ks wanted to know if there 
wua any information to show that Elk lake 
was purer than Beaver lake. 

Al.D DwYKU replied that analysis proved 
that Elk lake water was much bui;ter. 

Al.D Bakku said that the groat trouble 
was that tho council had never had the 
filter beds cleaned. Tho water mains, too, 
had not been properly flushed for five or six 
yei.rs. 

Conaiderablo informal discussion went on 
without anything definite being reached. 
" I move we adjourn," said Aid. Harris 

at length. 

Ald. Keith- Wilson objected to an ad- 
journment without something having been 
done. He would like to see a former motion 
of hia carried out, to have $he engineer 
ascertain the seotion of land necessary to 
give the oity the oontrel of the watershed, 
and to find out what the owners would aoll 
for. 

The oity engineer replied that the amount 
of land would be about 1,600 acres. 

Ald. Dwver moved, seconded by Aid. 
Koith-Wilson that the oity aaaesBor furniah 
the council with a sketch of the property 
rr (juired and interview tho nwnera aa to tho 
price thoy wanted. Curried, Aid. liarria 
recording hia voto ngaiiiBt it aaying that he 
would wash his hands of the whole thing. 

The council then adjourned.

And Their Quarter UUIlon BaUnar Coiftpani' 
TUoreforo Went Into flankrnptby.' 

Chicago, Aug. 10.— The Women's Bilk- 
ing Company, which begon its existence 
less than three years ago with a capita! 
stock of S2i30,000 under the sole guidnnoe of 
progressive womanhood, has paaaed into the 
hands of a receiver. The usaignment waa 
decided upon at a meeting of tho directors 
held in tho MoEonioT emplo to-day. The v 
aasets were quoted at ^I.-IOO and the liabili. . 
ties at tho samo figure. George W. Ross,, 
an attorney, waa made assignee. The woes 
of the women bakers ainoo the incipienoy of 
the company have been suificient to fill 
volumes. Internal bickerinj^-i and dissen- 
sions have slowly melted away the capital of 
tho ooncern, and tho desire of certain aspir- 
ing women to rulo has brought about rapid 
and certain ruin. In resolutions passed by 
the board on handing the oomp&ny over to a 
receiver, a dissipation of the capital is freely 
hinted at, and they even go so far as to sug- 
gest fictitious assets. Charges and counter- 
charges of mismanagement liave been open 
and frequent. As one yonng woman «xpre8> 
sed it, this has set the oonrse of woman's 
advancement in the commercial world back 
twenty years. 

COAL, IBOK AND SUGAB.

In the 
debate Vest declared ho was tired i i the in- 
famous lice circulated about rlio Democratic 
conferees, and when tho rebrjliitlon came up 
to morrov/ ho would have Bomething to say 
about tho conference. The tariff conferees 
discussed tho situation for an hour and a 
half this morning, but nothing was done up 
to recess. After the debate in the senate 
was oonolnded tbe conferees met again, the 
senate members hoping that the demonstra- 
tion in the senate wonid bring the bouse 
conferees to a knowledge that tho time had 
come for action; but the discussion in the 
senate seems to have had littlo cil'ect. 

It was apparent at the very beginning of 
the conferenco that those who had concluded 
at the adjournment of the session that an 
agreement would be arrived at to day had 
not sufficiently taken into acjouut the pos- 
sibility of a misunderstanding or a change 
of mind. This discovery was made when 
the senate conferees proposed to go on with 
tho bill upon the basis of a duty of 00 cents 
per ton on coal and free iron ore, where- 
upon tho house conferees announced their 
unwillingness to aesont to this arrangement, 
and stated that they would insist on a re- 
versal of these terms, with coal free and 
iron dutiable, if either was to be, as they 
understood they were to have a choice be- 
tween tho two. The avowal of this position 
produced great confusion and led to an ex- 
ohango of remarks which wero not alto- 
gether polite. 

ASTXQDITY OF BLECTfilCITY. 

It IB Now Said That Uoses Hade a Storage- 
fiattery. 

(From tho Philadelphia Recoid.) 
Since the startling discovery that Joseph 
in Egypt was the original Single Taxer, ex- 
cessive astonishment need not greet the 
revelation that the ancient prophet Moses 
was probably the father of electricians. As 
King Solomon declared, there is nothing 
new under the sun. The theory that elec- 
tricity, which this age prides itself upon 
as its own peculiar glory, is as old as the 
Ten Commandmenta, and was well known- 
to the Israelites, if not to the Phoeaiolans, 
has been advanced by a shrewd Biblical 
student, C. B. Warrand. As Piazzi 
Smyth has sought to establieh the wonder- 
ful astronomical genius of the old Egyptians 
by a thorough investigation of the great 
pyramid, so Mr. Warrand has brought 
modern science to bear upon tho Ark of the 
Covenant and the Temple of the ancient 
Israelites. 

When Moses built his box for the com- 
mandment tables, he rt jected the common 
cedar and other native woods and chose fir 
wood, which had to bo imported by the 
Phoenician merchants from tho southern 
part of ICuropo. Now, fir happens to be the 
bcst-knov.'n non-conductor among all the 
great number of various timbera. Further- 
more, Moaea had this fir box lined inside 
and outside with beaten gold, thus convert- 
ing the Ark of the Covenant into a very ex- 
ponsivo, but very perfect, Leyden jir, or 
storage battery for electricity. Cola ia one 
of the beet conductors of electricity. " Edi- 
son or Tesla," declares Mr. ^Varrand, 
"could not have improved upon Moses' fir 
and gold box." The carbon in the fire of 
the Ark of the Covenant charged the strange 
battery. Aaron improved npon this by tbe 
building of poles 60 ells (ISO feet) high. 
Tbeso poles were covered with beaten gold,, 
and gold chains wero hung from the poles 
to tho Ark — a method by which the prophet 
secured a complete and powerful electrical 
connection. His sons were killed, without 
wounds or bruises, by fire breaking out of 
tho Ark. 

Inventigator Warrand has asserted that in 
order to deal death from this apparatus 

Aaron had only to remove the costly camel's 
hair oarpeto, which were almost perfect nou- 
oouductors of electricity, and make the cul- 
prit stand on terra tirma. That several 
members of revolting tribes of laraelites 
were thus electrocuted is also a matter of 
record in tho Biblo. In building tho temple, 
Solomon found that copper would do as well 
aa gold. Ho had the temple covered with 
copper, and copper water pipes led into tho 
cisterns inside the lemi)lo. On the temple, 
or rather on its roof, a number of f^ilt speura 
wore placed m vertical poaiiious, from Hi to 
•24 feet hifjh. All thcBo curious facts may 
not bo convincing; but thoy certuinly com- 
pel us to wonder if, after all, somu of the 
laurels of Franklin may not yet be awarded 
to Moses.

NEWFOUNDLAND'S SITUATION. 

Political Comiillcatlons Kcvlvliig the Jlove- 
ment for Fvdoratlun With Canada. 

(St. John'a Corroapondonco Toronto Globo.) 

ThoGoodridgc-Morine ftdmiaiBtration now 
appears to be safe in tho eaddlo whilo Whito- 
way and Bond uro Qltof;other unhorsed, 
and its friends aru boginning to throw 
ou*^ hints that a campaign in favor of con- 
federation with Cikuadii is to bo under- 
taken. Mr. Morine, the moviag spirit, ia 
a Nova Scotiaa. Ic is not long sinoe he 
run for a Nova Scotia conslituonoy. The 
belief prevails that tho imperial govornment. 
Sir ToreKco O'Hi icn and Sir Charles Tapper 
aro behind tho Goodridgc-Morine parly and 
aro infltigatirg it to go in for confederation. 
I fancy that on tho whole confederation 
would be good for Newfoundland, but 
whether the Dominion would benefit much 
by it it another thing. There are several 
matters whioh CaaadlaDB oaght not to over- 
look when the admisBlon oi .Newfoundland 
cornea to be preBsnte'd, . X'lrsfi of all, 
the colony la not so well oGT as 
it might be. , The population is 200,000, 
thopublio debt six million dolUra and grow- 
ing. There is DomaQicipal Byaluni lo speak 
of ; as in Nova Sootia the government builds 
tho roads and performB moat of tho other 
local services, which [a Ontario are paid for 
by the county and township counoils. For 
a long time settlement was discouraged, in- 
deed, prohibited, by the tish merchants, and 
oven now population soiirooly extends 
beyond tho coast. There ia coal, gyp- 
sum, niokel, copper and timber, but- 
their development has boon slow. Tho 
interior is not much worth, being in tho 
main a. wildorncaa of rock, lakes and scrub. 
Tho fiahnrios are the best in tho world — no 
one cm dispute that— but us a rulo where 
fialiory wealth oxiata tho people ore poor 
ard licking in onterpriso. The working 
liahormen of Newfoundland live umid 
squalid surroundings and are usually in 
debt to tho merchaat, who feeds and clothes 
them and their families in return for their 
year's catch, tho truck system being uni- 
versal. 

I happened the other day to be on tho 
branch railroad running from I'lacentia, 
and met a doctor who waa a marine man up 
to the hilt. His idea was that Canada 
would spend an enormous sum in develop- 
ing the colony ; rallroada, harbors, tele- 
graphs, public buildings, etc., would be 
built right and loft, and new offices created 
for sound men. Ho reckoned that New- 
foundland would have at least twelve 
members in the Commona, and their united 
voice would command attention when pat- 
ronage and appropriatioaa were being dis- 
tributed. It would be necessary to give 
bounties to the fishermen, or at any rate to 
promise them bounties, in order to get them 
to vote for confederation — not tonnage 
bonntles, like tboae paid lo the Maritime 
provlnoei, but bountiea on theaale of the fish 
as well aa on the equipment, I ain bound to 
say that almoat every ohampion of confed- 
eration I have met views the queation from 
thia oarual standpolDt. 

The greatest drawback Canada would en- 
counter Ilea in the interminable controversy 
over the French or west shore. Uodor the 
treaty of Utreoht and later conventions, 
France lays claim to exoluaive fishing rights 
from Capo St. John on the east coast north 
to Belle Isle, and down the west coast 
to Cape Ray, at tho extreme 
southwest angle. In other words 
Fruuoe asserts and virtually enforces 
something near akin to exclusive territorial 
jurisdiction over SOO miles of coast lino in a 
total of 2,000. Her mon-of-war patrol these 
HOO miles, order off Newfoundland fishermen, 
close Newfoundland lobster factories, main- 
tain tho right of French bottoms to land 
goods without paying the Newfound- 
land duties, and refuse to open tho 
harbors to lines of railwoy projected 
from St. John's. The Bocalled French 
shore is tho shore facing tho f!ulf of St. 
Lawrence. That Franco is determined to 
maintain her position is apparent from tho 
correspondence extending over a period of 
seventy years, bur more particularly from 
the high. handed course pursued of late by 
her naval cnmmandora. All attempts to 
settle the dithculty have oome to naught, 
the Newfoundlanders, whose aaaent to any 
proposed solution is requisite, contending 
that Britain wants to yield too muoh. 
They bold that they are entitled to equal 
righta with tbo French in the fishery! to 
fish In common with them upon that 
shore, whereas Britain , appears to take 
the ground that they oannot proeeoute the 
fishery in common with the French at the 
particular stations to wbloh tba French 
may resort for their aammer's work, ainoe 
that might fairly bo construed aa an Inter- 
ruption to French operationa, but that they 
may do so at plaoea not used by the Fronob. 
It ia a bad state of thiigs for Newfound- 
land, and would not he mended by tho trans- 
fer of the colony to the Dominion, 

I have now shown, in a rough way, the 
worst side of the medal, Tho other side 
has attractions. The admianion of Now- 
foundland would undoubtedly round c if 
the Dominion, give it a larger home market, 
and prevent the colony from drifting into 
tho hands of the United States. If 
tho Ncwfoundlond people nro backwaid 
they are "good atufl.'' Newfoundland 
ranks fifth among tho copperyiolding 
countries of the world. Since I8S0 ccjjpir 
and nickel ore hna lieen e.vported to tho 
value of tivo million dollars. Thoro aro 
several groj Beams of bituminous coat ly- 
ing close lo linicatono and magnetic iron. 
Tho shipping ia extern ive; there is a good 
doal of HOilihiu St, John's, the merchants, 
big and little, havo a reputation for integ- 
rity, the banks aroaouEd, tho fiahtries need 
no lauding. 

There is un impression that the admis- 
aion of Newfoundland will be tho leading 
card at the next Damlnion eleotion. Sir 
\\ illiam Whiteway ia a confederate in the 
ab<;tract, as he has oiten Said, and oannot 
olTor inuoh resistanee here if, aa will prob- 
ably happen, good terms are presented and 
money auent amongst tho fishermen.
